ON SINGLE BILL 
“TO GET BOXING 


cenenunttiiadeimmmemmeniatinmaniemet 


Tax on Fighters, Clubs, 
~— and Referees Asked. 


BY RAY PEARSON. 
If the incorporation in one bill of the 


the state legislature at Springfield will 
bring about passage, then Illinois looks 
reasonably assured of a revival of box- 
ing. That was the way things looked 
yesterday afternoon after there had 
gathered at the Hotel La Salle the spon- 
sors of the three bills, numerous mana- 
gers, sporting editors, and boxing writers 
of the local newspapers and a couple o 
boxers. ber 

It was a get together meeting set for 
the furpose of discussing the introduc- 
tion of one measure at Springfield in 
which would be combined the best points 
of all the others. Representatives Jacob 
W. Epstein and T. D. Murphy, who some 
time ago introduced bills at the state 
capital, were on hand, as was Leonard 
Hicks, who also has prepared a bill. Ep- 
stein, Murphy, and Hicks each read his 
bill, and the revamping went along as 
they read. All of the measures were 
found of the proper spirit, but it quickly 
was discovered that there was plenty of 
room for improvement. 


Bill Comes Up Wednesday. 
As a result of the meeting there will 
go to the license and miscellany commit- 
ape at Springfield next Wednesday for 


committee bill. This is the measure 
worked out at the conference yesterday, 
and if it succeeds in passing that means 
there will be boxing in Chicago by July 
1. An effort was made to find a title for 
the committee measure, but after sev- 
eral had beén suggested none secmed ac- 
ceptable and further action on this point 
was deferred. $e | 

The new bill calls for a commission of 
three members, who will serve without 
salary. The secretary, however, will be 
on the state pay roll, drawing down 
$3,600 for his services annually. The 
commission is invested with full power 
to regulate the sport, and the selection 
of men who will act without receiving 
pay for their services, it is expected, will 
result in a, commission of members who 
will work for the full interests of boxing. 

Incorporated in the new measure is a 
clause to the effect that boxers must reg- 
ister with the state bureau and pay the 
sum of $5 annually for a license to box in 
Illinois. The referees also will be li- 


ecensed and must pay an annus} fee of 


$25. 

. Club License Fee Varies. 
Considerable discussion resulted when 

an effort was made to set the amount of

| ments is a bad thing at any time of

How great and disastrous is the waste 
of egg food during a part of the year 
from too high a temperature and stor- 
age in stagnant air canmot be esti- 
mated. In the great & producing 
ge quantities nowadays are 
broken, whites and yolks separately, 
and frozen. These are kept frozen until 
time to use them for cooking, and are 
comparable to the winter frozen fish. 
There is far less chance of these be- 
ing disease bearing or detrimental to 
health in some way than are hundreds 
of thousands of ancient eggs in shells, 
which are yearly used for cooking.

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Graham Sponge Cake. . 

With a fine quality of Graham meal a 
most delicious sponge cake can be made 
by the ordinary five egg recipe. It will 
be coarse of grain, but all the more 
spongy on that account. Half farina 
and half pastry flour make a cake of 
much the same sort. Some of the other 
cereals, one in particular of trade 
marked specifications, may replace the 
farina. 

Sift one cup of flour. Separate five 
eggs and beat the whites till stiff, and 
sift the sugar into them lightly. The 
two should have the consistency of an 
uncooked egg icing. Beat the yolks 
ur them lightly over 
the mass, then fold in gently a cup of 
sifted Graham meal, not the Graham 
flour, add flavoring, and bake. 

The baking is more than half the bat- 
tle, and every small oven is different. 
People unused to cake beating will need 
to sift in a teaspoon of baling powder 
with the meal. Some people do not add 
flavoring to sponge cake; why, I do not 
know. Vanilla improves it greatly, and 
lemon juice is- not good diete‘ically. 


: i 
Three Egg Sponge Batter. 

This recipe is so universa'ly service- 
able for either a thick or a thin sheet 
cake that it can hardly be repeated too 
often. It is as nearly standard as any 
recipe we have, and can be used for 
small cakes as well as baked in a sheet: 
One cup of sugar, one cup of flour, one 
and a half teaspoons of baking powder, 
if you need it—each cakemaker soon 
learns how little she can get on with if 
she has the mind—three eggs, one-third 
of a cup of hot water, one-half teaspoon 
of flavoring, if vanilla. Sift the sugar 
into the mixing bow! and then sift the 


| flour with the baking pewder in with 
| it and mix these well together with a 


pinch of salt. Beat the eggs well and 
stir them into the dry ingredients, then 
add the water, and finally the flavoring. 
Beat ’for at least five minutes and then 
pour into buttered and papered dripping 


pan. Bake from twelve minutes and 
up, according to thickness. 


.. Butter Icing. — 

For such a cake as that of three eggs, 
er even for a cover and filling for any 
sponge cake, butter icing is particularly | 
godd, and there are many requests for a 
recipe for it. The best ;ay to make this 
is with one of the foundation custards, 
which may be used for many things. 
Make as follows: | 

Work together until light and smooth 
three-fourths of a cup of powdered su- 
gar and four egg yolks. Add to this a 
little at a time, one cup of boiling milk, 
stirring all the time, Put on the fire 
and stir to boiling point; remove from 
fire, flavor, and strain. Stir frequently 
while cooling. To make a small amount 
of Butter icing add to one-half cup of 
this custard when it is lukewarm four 
ounces of creamed sweet butter and 
beat the two until light and smooth, — 

It is hard to wash salted butter to 
make it good for this icing. It is better 
to whip up sour cream until it is butter. 
The custard may be used hot or cold 
as a sauce or for trifle, or with gelatin 
or whipped cream for a Bavarian cream, 
or add to it an equal measure of cream 
and freeze for an ice cream. The butter 
icing may be flavored as one pleases. 


Mock Brains. 

To use up some leftover yolks or 
whites profitably one needs to know 
many ways of utilizing each. For mock 
brains beat egg yolks until light, add 
one teaspoon of water to each two 
yolks, or milk if prefetred, season with 
pepper and salt, and scramble them 
with a small amount of butter.
